in British Columbia waters was brought 
here by the steam er Czar from Union 
bay, on the east side of Vancouver is­ 
land. 
The famous steamer 
Alpha, 
whose unauthorized ttip to Capo Nome 
last May brougnt her into trouble w ith 
the treasury departm ent was wracked 
on a reef near the entrance of Union 
bay and not a vestige of the steamer 
remains. 
Her m anaging owner, the captain, the 
purser, throe engineers, two ablebodied 
seamen and a stowaway, were drowned 
and the balance of the crew of 34 w ew 
saved by the pluck of an unknown m em ­ 
ber of the ship’s crew who swam in the 
raging sea from the wreck to the light 
house w ith a line arouud his waist. 
The ship Alpha was valued at $45,000. 
Her cargo comprised 750 tons of salt 
salmon aud 350 tons of coal consigned to 
Yokohama aud valued at $80,000. 
The 
total insurance on the ship aud her car­ 
go was $(55,(XX). 
It is two weeks since the Alpha first, 
started from Vancouver for Japan.

Last Saturday the Alpha left Victoria 
for Union to replenish her coal supply. 
A terrific gale was raging and late Sun­ 
day night the steamer ran on a rock at 
Baynes sound, at the entrance to Union 
bay. 
She was quickly dashed to pieces 
and all would have perished had not one 
of the crew made the desperate aud suc­ 
cessful effort to swim w ith a line to the 
light house on Yellow island. 
In the 
raging sea only a part of those on the ill 
fated ship managed to reach safety, the 
officers and owner rem aining on board. 
The 25 survivors remained on the Yel­ 
low island, which is a rock 200 yards 
wide, until Sunday night, when the sea 
moderated somewhat and a sloop was 
able to call and take them to Union. 
But the storm which had wrecked the 
ship had also prostrated all wires to 
Union and so no tidings of the ship­ 
wreck reached the outside world until 
the little steam er Czar brought the story 
to V ancouver late Monday night.

gained notoriety last 
spring when, as a Canadian ship she 
landed freight and passengers at Nome 
in defiance of the instructions of the 
treasury 
departm ent 
and it is said 
against the advice of the British embar 
ay as well. 
She was chased on her re 
turn trip from Nome by a U nited States 


train, but the fault of the railw ay com­ 
pany over vvhion the sleeper was car­ 
ried. 
A verdict has not been rendered.
